From Edmonton. (By Tun)

Social Crediters laid. the ground- 

work last week for an attack 
on one of their biggest problems: 
how to maintain good govern- 
ment with no effective Opposi- 
tion in the House. 

Meeting at a party caucus 
here during the week, the 61 
Social Credit members elected 
June 18, discussed a scheme un- 
der which the party would pro- 
vide itself with an Opposition 
from within its own ranks, 

Here’s how it will work: com- 
mittees of Socred backbenchers 
will be set up to att as watch- 
dogs on various government de- 
partments. The committees will 
attempt to handle the job done 
quite capably by the Opposition 
over the past four years — the 


It isn’t unusal for prairie prov- 
ince dwellers to go East to bring 
a@ new car or truck home from 
the factories or assembly plants 
in Ontario. This is what Bob and 
I decided to do during the two 
weeks in July when we had to 
shut down the shop in: order to 
give the staff a holiday. It is im- 
possible to carry on without a 
staff, so why not the boss take 
a holiday too!

But no matter how hard the 
government tries to make House 
sessions lively and ‘interesting, 
most matters will still be thresh- 
ed out in closed caucus long be- 
fore they reach the House. 

So if there’s going to be any 
hard-hitting debate, it will have 
to come from the four Opposi- 
tion members who will be free 
to criticize the government all 
they want. 

Last week’s meeting approved 
the committee idea in principle. 
The committees, with five or six 
members each, probably will be. 
formed at the next caucus around 
the end of October. 

In one sense, the committee 
members will make up a sort of 
shadow cabinet. By devoting 
their time to specific depart- 
ments, backbenchers will pick 
up better than average know- 


scheme could give the govern- 
ment a reserve of cabinet mat- 
erial for the future. 

The committee idea is probably 
the only source open to Premier 
Manning in view of his -party’s 
resounding victory in - June. 
House sessions must be_ kept 
lively, or the government will 
be accused of dictating to the 
Social Credit caucus. And Pre- 
mier Manning realizes the Op- 
position performed a service in 
the past by spotting errors and 
loopholes which could have em- 
barrassed' the government had 
they not been corrected. 

No matter how freely Social 
Credit MLA’s are: allowed to 
speak in the House, the prospect 
is for a relatively dull four 
years. Can you imagine lively 
quotes like “the final and ir- 
revocable act of folly” (used by 
Harper Prowse to describe the 
dividend plan) coming from an 
assembly of 61 Social Crediters?
